By the Jlth 
aettion of fnd Victoria, No. 3 e, the Judge 
may depnie Ihe plaintiff of ruttt unreal 
Ire e*run« hu arfy>rcaWie*i of the actiuB, 
and of the verdict ubtaiDfd thereupon. 11 
1 i~a being applied to by Ihe plaintiff'* 
couiwel lot thii certificate, [he Jtooe re- 
fuaed it, whereby ihe plaintiff, hippy and 
enviable man, having been declared i>y the 
Uuiy to be a aitfterrr 10 the amount of 
^£00 damage, by a wrongful act of the 
drfcriuanl, wat left to pay his own coalj 
uf prucuring hiuiielf juilue ; costt which, 
without doubt, muat abaorb all hit da- 
mage., and a retpcctablc ium of money 
briidri. Ipoii Ihii re.ull Ihe SfgMft 
ha. the following pottenloui piece of non- 
eenae 1 " whether or not ihe law i. f 
proper une, ii a point altogether irtelevanl 
to tht pieienl queatiun.

At we do not conceive (hat it it tiectsaary 
to nutice itupitiity like the above, let u« 
■hortly examine the nicriu uf tins 
decuion. We pre.ume that actions at law 
are intended iu all civilized tocitiiet tu 
work two beneficial effecti: first, to pro. 
cure com[**nftatioft to injured pariiet for 
Wrongful actt or ominaiont by their 
iojurer. , and, lecoud, by tf 1 (ami y in the 
application of the law, to dettr diahonetl 
men from future infringementi of it. In 
raroporiion ■> Jaw attain, to, or fall, ihon 
of, thil double good, ii tuch law peifecl 
or imperfect in itt character. Let u. 
examine Mr, Jutiice Tnutav'. decision 
according to Ihii ten . ami aacertiiu, if we 
can, bow far he i. deterving of the 
Xtyutrr'i applauae. 

Mr. SmutYi complaint in thia cut 
wu, that he had auffered injury from the 
wrongful act of iht defendant. The Jury, 
conilitnted according 10 law, and [for 
aught we have yet area to in- 
duce in ae a different concluiion) 
according k reaaon, aSniied the 
truth and jualice of Ihi. cumplaint, 
by returning a verdict for the plaintiff of 
JitOi) damage., ll it but leaaonable to 
nippuae that the Jury in tended this tuiu 
at 1 com pen ant ion to ihe plaintiff for the 
injury uf which he had complained. It 
would be, We apprehend, a pitch of 
absurdity even the Rttfufer would not 
aim at, 1 1 contend that ihii mm waa in- 
teuded for Mr. Senurr'. attorney. If, 
howevet, it wu awarded a. cuiiipemalion, 
it could nut effect that purpoie, nnleaa the 
verdict » at attended by the usual result 
in tuch a caae, vix., the recovery by the 
plaintiff of the cotu to which he had been 
put in the eoutte of g-ittiog himself 
righted by opeiation of 5.w left to pay 
hi* own coata, hit verdict of £300 da- 
mage* wuuld be wurie than a banen one 
tu In 111. After going through Ihe solemn 
farce of a ihiee or four daya' trial — 
after a decision by nine out of twelve 
of a Jury, that he had turfered 
injury to the amount of £300 damage*,— 
after having Ihii turn awarded to him, ai 
kit rrmeJy, he i«, in being left to pay all 
hia own coal, in point uf fact, a little 
wone off than he *u before commencing 
hit action, and before recovering the re- 
medy thut countervailed by the act of 
Ihe Court. In effect, Ihe Court hu laid 
Ihi. ; t cannot approve of thia action j it 
should not have been brought , and being 
brought, the Jury had no right to return

Now we cannot avoid atking a few 
quaationt bert. What tu there in thia 
caae to take it out of the ordinary rule of 
Ihe cost, following the event? Why 
should the plaintiff, by an act of 
the Court, be deprived or one 
farthing of the £200 the Jury have 
adviaedly awarded hiin t What it there 
about Ibc caae itself which can \ indicate 
an acl of the Court, which hat ihe effeit 
of rendering the finding of the Jury a 
booth™ ceremony, aa respect, the plain- 
nr. grievance 1 Wa. it ever intended, 
even bv ihe old defunct New South 
Wall . Legislature, or it it the fair and 
reasonable reading of Ihe clause we have 
above referred lo, that— let the Jury find 
whalaoevtr verdict they may, with the 
new uf doing justice to an Injured plain- 
tiff,— any person who happen! lo try the 
caae ihoulil have the power of alto- 
gether neutralising the solemn finding of 
the J ury upon then oalhi ' Did ihe 
legislature ever intend that the I unit 
■hould try the caae in reference to coita, 
after it had been already tried by the 
constitutional in etna appointed for the

We cauuot conceive that the Legiataturt 
ever intended tuch monstrous aonaease as 
to lha above questions in 



aflrnaati.* would involve, 
believe that it ever iulendrd that Irial by 
Jury might be treated at the plcaaure uf 
any sort of person dubbed with Ihe title of 
Judge 1* a tulemu farce and mocker) ,— 
or that the Jury shoiilJ thus hold Ihe 
word uf promur to the plaiulifTs ear, in 
order only that ihe Judge might break it 
to his hope. 

Hut ihr fault— cry Ihe Jirwit 'a vindica- 
tor*, if fatili ihere be anywhere — lies la the" 
law, not In the Jt mm. vYc cannot, how - 
ever ghe the Jlikie thr bcuelii of this 
[mot shift. No douht the lernn of the 
clause Bte loose enough lo allow a wide 
latitude of construction ; and the most 
meritorious actions in the world, together 
with the morttrumpf ry and vexation so ties, 
may be diaappruvrd of by the Jiuok, 
without the latter being caught as an 
offender against ihe Afff'r of the law. 
ttul in thia respect Ihe clause in question 
preseutl no greater difficulty Itiau do 
luinyactsofPaeliamenttoBrilishJudges, 
who frequently find the In selves thrown 
upon Iheir own sagacity and learning, 
lo trace out, with leftreute lo the 
particular subject matter, Ihe probable 
intention of the Legislature, where 
such intention hat not been distinctly 
expressed. For this they have a rule lo 
work by,— familiar enough certainly to 
alt lawyer*, although not perhaps, lo all 
Judges, — a rule clearly stated iu Mr. 
DwsiHit's work on Statute*, to the rffrcl 
that an act otethe legislature mutt be? 
construed like flee will of a testalor, accord- 
ing to the apparent intention of Ihe 
maker. Interpreted by thii principle, it 
stents to us (hat no Judge could far err, 
in exercising the power of certifying in 
the particular case under discussion. Il is 
obvious to any man of ordinary under- 
standing, that the Legislature intended 
that in actions againat Cruwn Land Com- 
missioners ihe Judge should have 
the power of depriving 1he plainliff 
uf costs, in any frivolous or vrxa- 
tioua suit. la leaving (his pnwer 
lothrJudge.lhefrarnertof the Acl, so far 
leguiitrd in accordance with pre-exiitiug 
law, whuiesoinrly devised (or the repres- 
sion and discouragement uf petty and fri- 
voluus litigation. But here the Jury pnt 
the caae far beyond such a point. Their 
verdict was not for a farthing, nor a shil- 
ling, nor for forty shilliuga, the usual 
sums by which juries are ace uaiomed lo 
mark their sense of Ihe character of the 
action. No, Tuna verdict was ion £iW 
n s if scat- To this verdict Mr. Justice 
TiiRrtitv has refused to subscribe, by his 
certificate of approbation thereuf. Mr. 
SftoTT, in common wilh ourselves, has nu 
doubt been very effectually astonished, 
whilst the BeyitUr, wilh an Hiber- 
nian modeiiy and simplicity, in 
■tricl keeping with the subject, 
lells us, that th* law, in thit rase- al trial, 
ap/wart tu hare tart J a ntbjrct frma in- 
jmtice. 

W*here is this appearance ' Who is thus 
sYrrerf from injustice? This we confess 
passet all nnderaUnding. We suppose by 
this, that His Hohoi vindicator* are 
quite prepared to contend, " anus obttmtt 
eWWo," that the suit was a frivolou. 
and improper one. If Ihey sue not ready 
lo contend thus far, and that despite the 
verdict Ihe plaintiff 1 , case was not a 
meritorious out , entitling him to costs, 
they give up the cause they venture tu 
espousr. 

Let us, then, shortly see to this : for 
some may consider it just possible thj| 
Ihe nine jurymen were all wrong, and 
Mr. Jualice Tkekhy quite rights and 
thai the case wot a trumpery and 
unmeriturtoit. one.

Throughout the pitiable mats of inco-

e. CKiujNtJWitslTH, Re, ap- 

in tended to tAow that Ike action 
—as if it was Ihe province of a 
Judge lo persuade, and not to direct, a 
J ury ; — th rti ughout (Jii.-'rWisiyirfroesrrrow, 
maltt" of characters, case., commeatiries, 
and conclusions, we in vain seek for one 
expression indicative of the Jrttue's 
opinion, that the plaintiffs case was not a 
meritorious one. On the contrary, there 
arr |«ssagrs not a few, containing admit, 
tions by the J irmtt himself, that the case 
wu a most important onr, one peculiarly 
for a Jury. 

"He (the Judge) would again advert 
to the second count, *p»» trh»h they 
■rail if Anee t"o oVrdV whether the drfcu- 
dant, Captain Fran-, acted witJi sufficient 
probaUe cause, and within the legitimate 
scope or authority, or whether through an 
act of injustice the plaintiff sustained in- 
jury and damage frum him," 

Again {referring lu Ihe evidence ) -. 
The gentlemen of the Jury Were the 
only competent judges ofsncA; and with 
them rested whether the defendant had 
in the arbitrary, unjust, and oppres- 
sive manner alleged by the plaintiff , 
and also a consideration of ihe damages 
which the plainlilf might have sustained 
through such oppressive cuoduct on ihr 
part of the defendant."

would recompense ihe plaintiff for the , 
injury snsiaiued by him at the hinds of 
the defendant," ttc.tU., 4c. 

These extracts are enough to make out 
our assertion lhat the rase was a merito- 
rious one, and was 10 sent to the Jury 
by the Jt noa himself. 

We have but one thing mort Lo say. 
Let our Legislaiiie Council lute no time 
iu putting it beyond the power of any 
Judge whatever to deprive a plaintiff uf 
his costs in such a case as the present. 
Whilst thr law stands in ill present form, 
.Fillers will be must effectually Tiixaav- 
tied — whal soever may be their just 
gruunds of ci inptaiol — from bringing 
actions against Crown Land Commis- 
sioners within the bleued district uf 
AuaiasLiA Faux.
